IV. SKETCH —/'aat Kentucky of New Mentuck 

It ie well known that Kentucky extends 
from Virginia to the Missisappi; but all the 
descriptions of that State apply to the Lime 
lstone Region, which eatends on the Olio 
from Maysville to the mouth of the Salt Miver 
below Loumwville and the falls, and inland a» 
far as the knobs or hilly region forming « 
semi crcle South of Bardstown, Danville, 
Mount Sterling, tke. 

1 have seen reveral intelligent men who 
had been many years in Kentucky, who had 
visited twenty towns from Maysville to Lours- 
ville, and would inert that the whole of Ken. 
tucky was a limestone plain while three 
three fourths of the state are a sandstone of 
slaty region and quite hilly, 

Phe tills of Keatucky are branches of the 
Cumberland Mountains, which are themsclves 
only large hails of gritstone, pebblestune, 
satnistone, greauweeke, Hc. ; they extem! to 
the North as far as below the mouth of the 
Scioto, while to the South they reach the 
limestone basin of the Cumberland River, 
which they bound to the North, thus form 
ing a middle eection ; which has a kind of an 
isthinus of narrow pomt near the centre of 
the State 

The large billy region inclosed between 
Virginia, Tennessee, this isthrnus, the Cum. 
berlan besn and the Northern basin, is 
properly Rast Kesrocnr, but it is calles 
New Keeteck on the spot, because it was 
ettled after the limestone basin, which the 
call therefore Oto Kertoca. The first set- 
thers of Kentucky were not inclined to settle 
im that hilly aud rocky region, which they 
called the wihderness ; but they hastened to 
the ferule Limestane plains of the Kentucky 
V ver, 

The Western part of (his billy region is 
called the Gases Riven Cousrar, because 
Green Kiver flows through at: and this name 
is by extension apphed tothe limestone plan 
bordering the Cumberland, and half of which 
sin Vennessee. West Kentucky is another 
region West of the Cumberiand and Pennes- 
ee Mover, and mostly alluvial 

It ison Bast Kentucky that all the great 
Rovers of the Stete take therr mee, such as 
the Cumberland River, Green River, Sah 
luver, Kentucky River, Lacking River, ke. 
Itis there that most of the natural curiosities | 
ofthe State are met with, such as the falls of | 
Cumberland, the saltpetre caves, the tock 
jhouses, the knoba, the leks, the sucks, &e , 
| bot the Mammoth Cave usa little West of the 
fethmus  yeotun the hilly country, 

the aspect of Kast hentucky is similar to 
West Virguna and West Carolina, very brok 
en and rocky, but all the rocks are horizon. 
taleor nearly so. One half of the soil 
for culation and occupied by knobs o7 
rownd hile and rocky midges or spurs, The 
valleys arc, however, trustful, having many 
buttoms of allusious or limestone 
sireame 

Past Kentucky, sithough larger than New 
Jersey, is not very populous, but there dwells 
a hardy race ot men, very ditherent from the 
planters of the fertile plains. They have very 
few slaves, and tll Cicinscives the ,round—- 
When tired of their sou and tol, or when 
they can afford a removal, they enuprate to 
other parte, and as tar as Tihnoiw or Missour 
hvery year a great oumoeresert Cher home, 
in that wey, often leaving their hotises and un 
provements standing. They are rude, rough, 
poor, unlettored and ignorant, but kind, ye
